whites and natives and forced into 
the hills by their bandit abductors.

WASHINGTON— The council of 


ministers in Peking has decided to 
ma!:e urgent representations to the 
Clnnese government and recommend 
that punitive measure be taken by 
it-to secure the release of foreigners 
still held captive by Chinese ban 
dits who held up the Shanghai-Pe- 
king express train Sunday morning. 


(By 'the Associated Press") 


SHANGHAI — Two foreigners, 


including one unidentified Ameri- 
can, have been killed in the shoot- 
ir.R incident to the bandit raid on 
the Peking' express train, accord- 
ing to a list compiled 
here today. 


One of the foreigners was Joseph 
Rothnian, a British subject. 


Two escaped Chinese passengers, 


arriving at Tsinan, related that the 
captives -were marched ten miles in- 
to the hills and there classified by 
the outlaw chieftain according to 
their probable worth. 
After ques- 


tioning it was decided that foreign- 
ers woul dbe held for a ransom of 
350,000 each; Chinese of the first 
class for $30,000 each, those of the 
second class for $10,000 and those 
held to be of lower value for ?2,- 
000.

Tung Yu, its Sunday

The brigands are said to be split- 


ting into groups with their captives 
and scattering into the hills twenty 
miles from the railway.

woman who aspired to an education 
at the university had to come

the university under the pretext Dt

-with the A. B. degree but were not 
at first allowed to attend the same 
comencement exercises as he men. 
Classes for both men and women 
were started in 1871 when a short-

made separate classes impossible.

A 
department of domestic science was 
established in the College of Letters 
and Science in 1904, and remained 
there until 1909 when it was trans- 
ferred to the College of Agriculture 
and given he name of home econ- 
omics.

EOPLE endure wiiat they are used 
to. 


"Pittsburg Plus" is an example of this. 


"Pittsburg Plus" has been in existence 
for twenty-two years. It is a serious 
handicap to the entire west. But we are 
used to it, and so most of us endure it 
without complaint. 


"Pittsburg Plus" is the practice em- 


ployed by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and other manufacturers of 
rolled steel whereby they charge the pur- 
chaser of steel the Pittsburg price of this 
steel plus the imaginary freight rate to 
the consumer. They charge this freight 
whether there is any freight to pay or 
not. 


For example: There is a big steel 


'plant on the outskirts of Superior. If 
one of our local people sends a truck to 
this plant and hauls his steel a few blocks 
back to factory or home, he nevertheless 
is chargedv the freight from Pittsburg 
to Superior in addition to the Pittsburg 
price of steel. Now the freight from 
Pittsburg to Superior is over $12 a ton. 
Th'isjneans that the manufacturer in Su- 
perior is handicapped $12 a ton as com- 
pared with his Pittsburg competitor. It 
also means that every farmer and every 
individual in the middle west who uses 
any steel has his costs increased by a£ 
least this amount. 


It is estimated that the average farm- 


er is penalized at least $10 a year by 
"Pittsburg Plus". This is brought about 
-by the increased cost of his 'farm' ma- 
chinery. In the middle west there are 
2,000,000 farmers, and as a result of 
"Pittsburg Plus" they pay out unneces- 
sarily an extra $20,000,000 a year. It 
is estimated that the manufacturers of 
steel reap an unearned profit of from 
-$50,000,000 to $100,000,000 a year as a 
result of. the vicious practice. 


-At the same time the industrial de- 


velopment of the west is handicapped 
for the benefit of the east. 
Manufac- 


turers who use steel as a raw material 
find it difficult to compete with manu- 
facturers in the Pittsburg district. The 
Pittsburg manufacturer can compete 
with his western rival in the western 
-field on equal terms. On the other hand, 
.the western manufacturer is shut out 
from the eastern field almost altogether.

sin pool, daring( 1922, was .37.7 cents 
per 


pound. This was equal to 6.7 cents more per 
pound than was paid locally.

Teach Lessons on Safety 


T A FEBRUARY meeting of the Wash- 
ington Women's club, Mr. C. W. Price 
spoke for the Washington Safety Coun- 


cil, urging women through their various or- 
ganizations to make safety a vital part of the 
year's program. The club organization was es- 
pecially urged to reach the mothers and secure 
their cooperation in instructing their children 
in safety. 


Since then, Mrs. Swormstedt, president of 


the City club, has been made chairman of the 
Women's Committee of the 
Safety 
'Council 


.which concerns itself especially with the work 
of securing the active cooperation of the var- 
ious women's organizations in reaching the 
homes, and inducing the mothers to properly 
instruct their children in safety. 


Mrs. Swormstedt has issued an address to 


the presidents of all the women's clubs in the 
city in which she states: 


(1) Ninety percent of the ninety-seven chil- 


dren killed by accidents last year in Washing- 
tor, were killed in and around home, and not 
in school. Proper instruction and supervision 
would have saved most oi these lives. 


(2) Systematic safety instruction is now he- 


ing given in all the schools: if the intelligent 
cooperation of mothers in the.home can be se- 
cured 75 percent of the accidents to children 
can be eliminated. 


(3) The Women's committee- will send each 


month a report containing an analysis of ac- • 
clients in Washington covering the accident 
experience of the previous month: it is urged 
that this report be read at all the women's or- 
ganizations with a view to interesting moth- 
ers in the causes of accidents and their pre- 
vention. 


(4) All clubs are urged to arrange for 
& 


speaker on safety within the. next three 
mo7-.ths, the speaker to be furnished by the 
Safety Council.

1^| OVEMBER 26th to December 2nd, 1922, 
* ' was designated Safety Week by the com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia. In that 
week accidental deaths were reduced 66 per 
cent, and there were no serious injuries to 
children. 


The success of Safety Week led to the or- 
This program included: 
(1) Systematic instruction in all the schools 


of the 
city, public and private, the 
Safety 


Council furnishing data and suggestions help- 
ful to teachers, in presenting the subject of 
safety to children.

part in the educational work, a new poster, ap- 
pearing each month. 
The first one was for

the Hospital."

(3) A Speakers' bureau has been organized 


which plans to furnish all clubs and other or- 
ganizations with speakers when requested. 


(4) Two schools for drivers, one for white, • 


one for colored, have been organized. Twelve 
lessons, one a week, are provided. 
About a 


thousand drivers are in attendance. The school 
equips its students with information in regard 
to their machine, and'in'regard .to traffic rules; 
but still more important ' equipment is 
the 


changed attitude toward the . responsibilities 
and obligations of their service in helping to 
keep the streets- safe. 


And in the final analysis this spirit of ;mu- 


tual cooperation and mutual' responsibility on. 
the part of the entire public is the ultimate 
aim of all this strenuous effort to arouse pub- 
lic interest in'safety.
